It was 
entirely characteristic that 
he should have prepared an 
opening concert to be con- 
ducted by Maestro‘ Arturo 
Toscanini. 


Huberman’s planning proved 
justified. The Orchestra 
has over 25.9000 regular 


members here today, who buy 
subscriptions to concerts; the 
tremendously high proportion 
of 92 per cent of the orches- 
tras tota] budget ig covered 
from ordinary income, and the 
musicians are prepared to 
play themselves ragged at the 
rate of &@n average of nine 
concerts every fortnight dur- 
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wealthier bodies abroad offer 
their public. These figures de- 
monstrate that the orchestra 
is an entirely viable body in 
this country of only two mil- 
lion, at least half of whom 
come from countries where 
syMpony concerts Were not a 
part of normal life. It is also 
significant that the subscrip- 
tion tickets have become heir- 
looms, gradually passed on 
from parents to children in 
many families. There is ai- 
ways a long waiting list for 
tickets and many hundreds 
who would like to be able_to 
gO but cannot because there 
is not en* igh room. 

The orchestre is not with- 
out its problems, one of whieh 
stems from the relative lack 
of contact with the outside 
world of most of the musi- 
cians, who cannot find 
enough opportunity to hear 
live music of their own stan- 
dard piayed by others. This 
lack_!s only to some extent 
balanced by the distinguished 
guest conductors and musi- 
cians. The orchestra has 
branched out into ballet and 
opera not without incur- 
ring the ire of loca] com- 
panies in these fields -- and 
has made an effort not to be- 
come too hideboundg in the 
planning of its programmes: 
it claims. of course, that it 
is the music-loving public 
that wishes to hear only 
what it knows, and that con- 
certs including contemporary 
or less well-known classica! 
music are less popular. This 
is a problem that plagues al! 
orchestras and a solution to 
it is found only where a 
single powerful] musica! per- 
sonality takes. charge, with 
an impassioned determina- 
tion to disseminate his pri- 
vate views and beliefs.
